America’s net worth 
rises, but gains still 
trail recession losses 

Washington 

Americans are recovering their 
shrunken wealth — gradually. 

Household net worth rose last 
quarter, mainly because the heal- 
ing economy boosted stock port- 
folios. 

The Federal Reserve said Thurs- 
day that net worth rose 1.3 percent 
in the fourth quarter to $54.2 tril- 
lion. It marked the third-straight 
quarter of gains. But economists 
say consumers would need a stron- 
ger and more prolonged increase 
in their wealth to persuade them 
to ratchet up spending. 

Net worth had risen by a more 
robust 4.5 percent in the second 
quarter of 2009 and an even faster 
5.5 percent in the third quarter. Net 
worth is the value of assets such 
as homes, checking accounts and 
investments minus debts such as 
mortgages and credit card bills. 

Even with the gain, Ameri- 
cans’ net worth would have to rise 


an additional 21 percent just to 
get back to its pre-recession peak 
of $65.9 trillion. That illustrates 
Americans’ vast loss of wealth 
from the worst downturn since 
the 1930s. 

Growth in stock portfolios deliv- 
ered the biggest lift to net worth in 
the October-to-December period. 
The value of stocks rose by near- 
ly 4 percent to $7.7 trillion. High- 
er home prices helped a bit. The 


value of real-estate holdings edged 
up 0.2 percent. 

During the recession, which 
began in December 2007, house- 
hold net worth had plunged as low 
as $48.5 trillion in the first quar- 
ter of 2009. Stock holdings and 
home values nose-dived. As their 
net worth evaporated, Americans 
felt less inclined to spend. 

For all of last year, consum- 
er spending dropped 0.6 percent. 


This year, as wealth, the econo- 
my and financial conditions slow- 
ly recover, consumer spending is 
projected to grow around a mod- 
est 2.2 percent, according to the 
National Association for Business 
Economics. 

By contrast, in 1983, when the 
economy was recovering from 
the 1981-82 recession, consumer 
spending surged 5.7 percent, dave

Bilingual Officers Vital 



Police chiefs step up 
effort to hire officers 
with language skills 

New York 

Police departments across the 
country are stepping up efforts to 
recruit officers who can speak more 
than one language, in some cases 
offering raises or even sending 
officers abroad as part of immer- 
sion programs. 

Police chiefs hope the invest- 
ment pays off by improving service 
to immigrant communities and eas- 
ing fear of officers in those areas. 

“To fight crime you have to be 
able to communicate,” said Susan 
Shah of the Vera Institute of Jus- 
tice in New York. 

New York Police Commission- 
er Raymond Kelly has emphasized 
hiring bilingual officers — espe- 
cially those fluent in languag- 
es spoken in countries with ter- 
rorist ties. 

“It helps immensely working 
with the communities in the city, 
the most diverse city in the world,” 


Kelly said. “We can, in very short 
order, get someone on the scene 
who speaks the language.” 

In Chicago, the nation’s second- 
largest police force with roughly 
13,000 officers, about 3,835 offi- 
cers speak additional languages, 
most commonly Spanish, Polish 
and German. The department is 
also in its first year of requiring 
officers to take a 24-hour Span- 
ish course during their academy 
training. 

The Los Angeles Police Depart- 


ment gives raises to as many as 
3,305 officers who become fluent 
in another language — one-third 
of the department. And in Dallas, 
where 358 members speak Spanish 
and another 20 or so speak Asian 
languages, officers can earn an 
extra $150 per month after they 
become certified that they are flu- 
ent in another language. 

Recent census data show more 
than 20 percent of Americans speak 
a language other than English.

Strike Sparks Turmoil in Greece 


Violent clashes erupt 
as tens of thousands 
protest austerity acts

Clashes between riot police and 
rock-throwing, masked youths 
broke out during a demonstration 
Thursday in central Athens by tens 
of thousands of striking workers 
protesting austerity measures that 
the Greek government has said it 
has no choice but to implement. 

The debt-ridden country is 
under intense pressure from both 
markets and the European Union 
to reduce its deficit from 12.7 per- 
cent of economic output in 2009 
to 8.7 percent this year. Last week, 
Greece introduced a harsh $6.5 bil- 
lion austerity package that cut civil 
servants’ wages, froze pensions and 
raised consumer taxes. 

The new cutbacks, added to a 
previous $15.24 billion austeri- 
ty plan, sparked a wave of strikes 
and protests from labor unions 
whose reaction to the initial mea- 
sures had been muted. Thursday’s 
24-hour general strike, the second 
in about a week, grounded airline 
flights, halted public transport. 


No bloc likely to win 
clear majority in vote; 
fraud claims surface 

Baghdad 

The first results from Iraq’s par- 
liamentary election showed the 
prime minister and his secular rival 
locked in an extremely tight con- 
test Thursday amid fraud allega- 
tions by rival parties and a chaot- 
ic, unpredictable vote count. 

The tallies came from only five 
of Iraq’s 18 provinces. However, 
Iraqi officials who have seen results 
from across the country said Prime

Minister Nouri al-Maliki’s coalition 
appeared to have a narrow edge, 
though not an outright majority. 

The partial results were the first 
in an election that will determine 
who governs the country as U.S. 
troops go home — and whether Iraq- 
is can put behind them deep sectar- 
ian tensions that once brought their 
nation to the brink of civil war. 

The initial tallies from Sunday’s 
vote suggested a tight race between 
coalitions led by al-Maliki and for- 
mer Prime Minister Ayad Allawi, 
a secular Shiite who sharply crit- 
icized the prime minister for fail- 
ing to boost reconciliation efforts 
between Iraq’s factions.

Fierce Fighting 
Kills 43 in Two

Mogadishu, Somalia 

Heavy fighting between Somali 
insurgents and pro-government 
troops has killed at least 43 peo- 
ple over two days, as African Union 
peacekeepers used tanks to help 
the beleaguered government beat 
back an insurgent attack, officials 
said Thursday. 

Militants attacking from the 
north on Wednesday came with- 
in a mile of the presidential place 
in the heart of the capital, Moga- 
dishu, before African Union peace- 
keepers in tanks reinforced govern- 
ment troops, residents said. 

Ali Muse, the head of Mogadi- 
shu’s ambulance service, said he 
saw 40 bodies lying in the streets 
over the two days of fighting 
Wednesday and Thursday. 

“The fighting was heavier than 
that of yesterday,” said Muse. “Our 
ambulance crews use dangerous 
streets, and they have to dodge 
mortars and bullets. Sometimes 
it takes us hours to reach injured 
civilians, and because of that they 
bleed to death.” (ap)

Santiago, Chile 

A series of strong aftershocks from 
last month’s devastating quake 
rocked Chile on Thursday as a new 
president was sworn into office and 
immediately urged coastal resi- 
dents to move to higher ground 
in case of a tsunami. 

The strongest aftershock, with 
a magnitude of 6.9, was nearly as 
strong as the quake that devastat- 
ed Haiti’s capital on Jan. 12. There 
were no immediate reports of dam- 
ages or injuries. 

The Chilean Navy issued a tsu- 
nami warning while the U.S. Pacif- 
ic Tsunami Warning Center said 
the aftershocks were too small to 
cause dangerous waves beyond 
Chile’s central coast. 

President Sebastian Pinera was 
inaugurated at a congressional 
building in Valparaiso before the 
building was evacuated as a precau- 
tion. The seven aftershocks strongly 
swayed buildings and sent fright- 
ened Chileans into the street. 

The magnitude- 6.9 aftershock 
was the strongest since the magni- 
tude-8.8 quake on Feb. 27. It occurred 
along the same fault line, according 
to the U.S. Geological Survey in Gold- 
en, Colo.

Wealth of Many Nations 

The world’s richest people can increasingly be found in all corners of the world 


Mexico City 

Mexican telecom tycoon Carlos 
Slim is the first man from a devel- 
oping nation to become the world’s 
richest person — a shift that under- 
lines the loosening of America and 
Europe’s stranglehold on the top 
spots in the billionaires club. 

Slim’s arrival at the top aroused 
both pride and anger in Mexi- 
co, where many see his fantastic 
wealth in a poverty-afflicted nation 
as a sign of what ails it. 

With a recovery in the value of 
his cell phone holdings pushing 
his estimated fortune to $53.5 bil- 
lion, Slim jumped past Microsoft 
co-founder Bill Gates and inves- 
tor Warren Buffett when Forbes 
magazine released its 2010 list 
of the world’s wealthiest people 
Wednesday. 

One factor in Slim’s move to the 
top spot is that Gates and Buffett 
have given away chunks of their 
fortunes in charitable donations. 

The rise of Slim, the 70-year-old 
son of an immigrant shopkeeper, is 
just a part of the emergence of bil- 
lionaires in developing countries, 
Forbes reporter Keren Blankfeld 
said. She noted this year’s top-10 
richest also include two billionaires 
from India and one from Brazil. 

“They’re kind of spread. It’s a 
nice spread,” Blankfeld said of the 
list, which had long been dominat- 
ed by Americans and Europeans. 

The full list showed Taiwan 
tripling its number of billionaires 
to 18, Turkey more than doubling 
to 28, and Brazil increasing by 50 
percent to 18. Russia also rebound- 
ed, almost doubling its number of 
billionaires to 62. 

Still, it is hardly time to mark 
the passing of U.S. dominance: 
The number of U.S. billionaires 
rose by more than 40 to 403. That 
is more than six times second- 
place China’s 64 billionaires.

That the single-richest man on 
the list should come from Mexi- 
co has drawn frequent criticism 
given the country’s ongoing bat- 
tles against poverty. 

“This is shameful,” said Ernesto 
Villanueva, 45, of Mexico City. 
“This is part of what is wrong 
with the Mexican political sys- 
tem and the corruption in the cir- 
cles of power that allow there to 
be a few rich people and millions 
of poor.” 


While Mexico belongs to the 
Organization for Economic Coop- 
eration and Development, whose 
30 members constitute the world’s 
most important market economies, 
it is also a developing nation. More 
than 50 million of Mexico’s 107 mil- 
lion people live in poverty. 

But some Mexicans give Slim 
credit for knowing how to take 
advantage of the situation and 
make money. 

“He was intelligent enough to 
get to where he is, while we, as a 
people, have never known 
how to unite ourselves,” 
said 17-year-old stu- 
dent Manuel San- 
tibanez.

India’s Economy 
Makes Its Mark 

With the release of the latest 
Forbes list of billionaires, India is 
finding much to brag about — even 
as other fast-growing economies 
like China make their mark. 

Eight Indians made Forbes mag- 
azine’s latest list of the top 100 bil- 
lionaires, and two — energy tycoon 
Mukesh Ambani, above, and steel 
mogul Lakshmi Mittal— sit in the 
top five. Although China has more 
billionaires than India, Indian billion- 
aires are richer.

HiS POSiTiVES 

Some of Theodore’s best performances in years have coincided with 
the Capitals’ recent surge to the top of the NHL. In his last 15 appearances, 
Theodore is 13-0-2 with a .927 save percentage. 

Theodore has logged more than 2,800 minutes in the course of seven 
years of playoff appearances. During that time, he’s never lost a first-round 
series. Plus, he’s playing for a new contract this year. 


HIS POSITIVES 

Before he missed three months with knee and groin injuries this year, 
Varlamov was a leading candidate for rookie-of-the-year honors, posting a 
12-1-2 record with a 1.12 GAA and a save percentage of .924. 

Varlamov replaced Theodore after one game of the 2009 Stanley Cup 
playoffs and helped the Capitals come back from a 3-1 deficit to defeat the 
Rangers in seven games. 


HIS NEGATIVES 

Consistency has always been an issue with a small goalie like Theo- 
dore, who even during this recent hot streak has given up three or more goals 
seven times. Hence the nickname he can’t shake: Jose “Three or More." 
History is not on Theodore’s side. Though he’s never lost a first-round 
playoff series, he’s also never advanced past the second round. Last year 
Boudreau named him the postseason starter only to go back on the decision 
after one poor performance, choosing to ride Varlamov the rest of the way. 


HIS NEGATIVES 

Since returning from his injuries, Varlamov has not looked like the 
same goalie. In three starts, he has allowed 13 goals and hasn’t finished 
with a save percentage higher than .885 yet. 

Varlamov’s weak glove hand and tendency to give up goals in bunches 
were exposed in last year’s second-round series against the Penguins. Com- 
bined with this year’s injuries, the question remains: Does Varlamov have the 
mental and physical durability to make it through four rounds of the playoffs?

With renovations, you have to care- 
fully plan them out. If you never 
did, say, tiling before, do some 
research. And if you’re scared, call 
a professional, at least to help you 
for a little bit. 

Are there any home trends that 
need to go away?

Spring cleaning seems like a cause championed by 
June Cleaver throwbacks and the makers of Borax. 
Yet many modern folks refuse to chuck the concept 
in the dust bin, even though the original reasons 
for warm-weather scouring frenzies — the grime 
left behind by coal-burning stoves and kerosene 
lamps — died around the time Queen Victoria did. 


'We see an uptick in 
requests for deep cleaning 
during the spring — espe- 
cially after such a harsh 
winter/’ says Mia Gallin, 
owner of Arlington’s the 
Green Mop (Thegreenmop. 
com). Type A’s who pre- 
fer to do their own dirty 
work find advice at House- 
keepingchannel.com, which 
reports its heaviest traffic in 
March, April and May. 

"I love the idea of a clean- 
ing that is beyond everyday 
dusting,” says Laura Heinle, 
44^ a mom of two in Silver 
Spring. "There are so many 
parts of the house that you 
can ignore.” With mildewed 
grout, dusty fan blades and 
crumby cabinets all vying 
for attention, some wonder 
whether it’s worth starting 
something they can’t fin- 
ish. "I like the idea of spring 
cleaning,” echoes Laura 
Nelms, 36 , an environ- 
mental consultant on Cap- 


itol Hill. "But ... I know I’d 
be doing it by myself And 
cleaning, in general, is not 
something I like to spend a 
lot of time on.” 

Experts seem to unan- 
imously agree that baby 
steps are best when it comes 
to tackling your own dust 
heap. Too bad most check- 
lists seem so all-encom- 
passing. "Really, I’m going 
to flush out the water heat- 
er every spring?” scoffs Erin 
Rooney Doland, the Reston- 
based author of "Unclut- 
ter Your Life in One Week” 
($15, Simon & Schuster) 
and editor of the popu- 
lar blog Unclutterer.com. 
Instead of taking an A-to- 
Z approach (arrange stacks 
of magazines, zap shower 
mold), chip away at the fol- 
lowing chores to make the 
maximum visual impact. 
Because who notices the 
sediment in the water heat- 
er, anyway? alexa yablonski 



WINDOWS 

“Once you start opening the windows, you realize how 
dirty they are," says Beth Thomas, 34, a deputy project direc- 
tor from Silver Spring who puts window washing at the top 
of her to-do list. “I just want to get cleaning them out of the 
way." Sparkling windows letthesunshine in, but sun doesn’t 
make for clean panes — it can speed up drying and lead to 
streaks. Wash ’em on a cloudy day or when the sun is not 
direct. Pros say it’s critical to sweep out or vacuum the sills 
first. When washing the glass, Donna Smallin, author of 
“Cleaning Plain and Simple" ($13, Storey), recommends hori- 
zontal strokes for the inside and vertical ones for outside (or 
vice versa), to keep track of which side any marks are on. If 
your windows don’t tilt in for exterior cleaning, leave the lad- 
derclimbing to the pros. Locally, Dr. Glass Window Washing 
(Windowcleaningnow.com) gets positive nods, charging from 
$6 per window. Or opt for a cleaning kitthat attaches to a 
garden hose —just don’t expect A-plus results. 



WALLS 

W¥ “With kids, it’s amazing how 
grubby the walls get,” says Rachel 
Cononi, 39, an economist who lives 
on Capitol Hill. After washing them 
down, she marvels, “It’s as if they’ve 
just been painted, only it smells bet- 
ter!” Experts agree that most walls 
don’t need to be scrubbed top to bot- 
tom. Instead, spot-clean smudges on 
your semi-gloss or gloss walls and 
moldings (flat paints are notorious- 
ly difficult). An all-purpose cleaner 
should work, or try Mr. Clean Magic 
Eraser (supermarkets and Drug- 
store.com], a fave of Donna Small- 
in, author of several cleaning books. 
“I’ve read how it works but still 
don’t get it. It is magic.” Whatever 
you use, test it in an inconspicuous 
place before cleaning full-throttle.

FLOORS 

If you have hardwood floors, simply clean 
off the detritus of Snowmageddon with water 
and a little vinegar, says the Green Mop’s 
Mia Gallin. (Dry mop afterwards.) She warns 
against the perennially popular Murphy Oil 
Soap: “It cleans well, but that little bit of oily 
shine attracts dust and dirt more quickly.” 

For wall-to-wall carpet, steam cleaning 
is the method of choice to flush out dirt and 
dust mites. For about $50 per room, Stan- 
ley Steemer will do the job, or DIY with a 
rental steam vac (about $25 for 24 hours at 
select Giant and Safeway stores). Be sure to 
vacuum first, then push the steamer slow- 
ly, using overlapping strokes. Open the win- 
dows or run the AC to dry the carpet faster. 
If you’re prone to spills or have kids or pets, 
it could be worth buying your own machine. 
“It won’t take long to recoup your invest- 
ment,” says author Donna Smallin. Silver 
Spring’s Laura Heinle agrees. She swears by 
her Dirt Devil steamer: “Best 99 bucks we 
ever spent!”

CLEAN GREEN 

If you want to clean in an eco-friendly way, just 
add water. Just water. No vinegar or baking 
soda necessary. Two technologies that tap the 
tap, have recently made their way into the res- 
idential market after years of use in commer- 
cial cleaning. Electrolyzed water (aka “acti- 
vated water") has been touted as a miracle liq- 
uid-strong enough to kill salmonella but 
pure enough to drink. Meantto replace all-pur- 
pose cleaners, this mixture of water and salt is 
zapped with an electric current, charging the 
ions to bond with and lift away dirt. In 2009, 
Active Ion introduced the lonator HOM, a hand- 
held sprayer for home use ($169, Activeion.com). 

Vapor steam cleaners rely on low moisture, 
low pressure and high heat — 300 degrees! — to 
dissolve dirt and grime from carpet, upholstery, 
and even grout and tile. (In comparison, tradi- 
tional steam cleaners use hot water and suc- 
tion.) Though the machines have been around 
fora decade, popularity hasspiked in the last 
few years. The makers of the Ladybug, an Ital- 
ian-designed device (as cute as, well, you know), 
reported a record sales year in 2009. The start- 
ing price is $1,049 (Amazon.com). Less photoge- 
nic vapor steamers can be had for about $300 
(Vapor-systems.com has a good selection).

Film Review 

Paul Greengrass’ “Green Zone,” 
a wartime thriller set in the early 
days of the Iraq conflict, was 
inspired by the brilliant book 
“Imperial Life in the Emerald City” 
by The Washington Post’s Rajiv 
Chandrasekaran, but it depends 
on the book more for atmospherics 
than story. To properly capture the 
detailed reportage and dark com- 
edy Chandrasekaran brought to 
bear on the Bush administration’s 
attempts to let 1,000 Young Repub- 
licans bloom in the Middle Eastern 
desert, one would need the satir- 
ic genius of Stanley Kubrick. And 
he’s not available. 

Instead we have Greengrass, 
who with his “Bourne” movie star 
Matt Damon has crafted a jangly, 
noisy, compulsively restless thrill-

er on par with the “Bourne” mov- 
ies, shot through with political 
critique. Damon plays U.S. Army 
Chief Warrant Officer Roy Mill- 
er, who after the U.S. invasion in 
2003 has been tasked with find- 
ing the weapons of mass destruc- 
tion on which the war was pred- 
icated. After being sent to three 
locations and coming up short.

“Green Zone,” but it helps. 

Although Damon has done some 
outstanding character work recent- 
ly in such films as “The Infor- 
mant!” and “Invictus,” in “Green 
Zone” he gruffly claims his due 
as macho leading man, barking 
out orders to his adoring men and 


fixing interlocutors with a pierc- 
ing gaze before deciding whether 
to trust them. 

Although Greengrass is best 
known for the “Bourne” franchise, 
he’s also made such stunning films 
as “Bloody Sunday” and “United 
93,” and in its blend of action and 
polemic, “Green Zone” proves to be 
a striking apotheosis to the themes 
and aesthetics that have character- 
ized the filmmaker’s career. But it 
also shows up his limitations: The 
jittery, scattershot camerawork of 
Greengrass’ longtime cinematogra- 
pher, Barry Ackroyd, was used far 
more coherently in Kathryn Big- 
elow’s Oscar-winning film “The 
Hurt Locker.” 

Still, there’s no denying “Green 
Zone’s” propulsive energy and the 
tantalizing idea of Damon making 
everything all right as a brave, mor- 
ally infallible soldier. The irony, of 
course, is that this time his “Bourne” 
persona doesn’t suffer from amne- 
sia. Instead, he’s trying to save

Film Review 

In attitude, if not aptitude, Rob- 
ert Pattinson in “Remember Me” 
comes across like a latter-day James 
Dean. Playing Tyler Hawkins — a 
bohemian child of privilege con- 
sumed by Oedipal rage — the “Twi- 
light” hunk fills up the screen with 
cigarette smoke, stubble and hood- 
ed green eyes, but little else. 

Ostensibly, the movie is the story 
of an angry young man (Pattinson) 
and his emotionally bullying father 
(Pierce Brosnan). The plot is set in 
motion when our hero, who hates 
all forms of oppression, is arrested 
after trying to stop a street fight, 
then mouthing off to the investi- 
gating cop (Chris Cooper). 

Enter the cop’s beautiful daugh- 
ter, Ally (Emilie de Ravin). 

Egged on by his wisecracking 


college roommate (Tate Ellington), 
Tyler starts dating Ally as a way to 
get back at her father but ends up 
falling in love with Ally without 
meaning to. And, of course. Ally 
finds out that Tyler was using her 


and breaks up with him. (Tyler 
and Ally, by the way, have dark 
secrets. We learn about hers — as 
a little girl, she watched her mom 
get shot — in the movie’s opening 
sequence. Tyler’s mysterious back-
